TOKYO (W — Chinese Commu­ 
nist Premier Chou En-lai appealed 
today to Chinese Nationalists to Ro 
to 
Pfiping 
and 
negotiate

“‘peaceful liberation,” or surren­ 
der, of Formosa. 
He 
by-passed 
Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek 
and 
addressed 
the appeal to ‘‘patriotic Kuomin- 
tang military and political lead­ 
ers,” 
He promised them a gen­ 
eral amnesty for past “crimes,” 
inspection trips to the mainland, 
and an end to their “life as vaga­ 
bonds.” 
Chou, in a policy speech broad­ 
cast by Peiping Radio, reiterated 
that the “liberation” of Formosa 
was the “unshakeable will” of 600 
million Chinese whether by war or 
peaceful means. 
But he said he preferred peace­ 
ful 
means and urged 
“patriotic 
forces” to send representatives to 
Peiping or 
some other 
suitable 
place to negotiate transfer of the 
Nationalist stronghold to the Reds. 
Offers ta Forgive 
In effect, 
it was an 
appeal to 
Nationalists on F o r m o s a , and 
throughout the world to renounce 
the hCiang government and 
the 
United sta te s Which he described 
as an “undependable ally.” 
Chou 
made the 
speech to the 
National Peoples 
Congress, 
Red 
China's highest legislative body, 
now meeting in Peiping. 
Chou invited Formosans to make 
brief visits to their relatives and 
friends 
on 
the 
mainland 
and 
promised them safe conduct 
if 
they would like to see for them­ 
selves the 
conditions 
in 
Red 
China. 
And as for Kuomintang person­ 
nel who work for the 
peaceful 
liberation 
of 
Formosa, 
“their 
future 
position will be definitely 
insured,” he said. 
Old “crimes” 
will be forgiven and they will be 
treated as “patriots of one fami­ 
ly,” he said. 
It 
was the 
first such 
appeal 
that Chou ever issued. It touched 
on the homesickness of National­ 
ists who fled to Formosa in 1949 
and 
it appealed 
to the “patriot­ 
ism” of Chinese throughout the 
world. 
Slaps at United States 
Chou said the international sit­ 
uation within the past year “has 
definitely tended towards relaxa­ 
tion. The cold war policy has be­ 
come increasingly unpopular.*' 
“Although the United States is 
still unwilling to abandon its cold 
war policy, the great majority of 
nations believe that peaceful co­ 
existence is not only necessary but 
also possible,” he said. 
Chou also: 
Praised the rapprochement be­ 
tween Russia and Marshall Tito of 
Yugoslavia. 
Congratulated Egypt on the fin­ 
al withdrawal of foreign troops 
and called it a “wise step” by 
Britain. 
Praised India for its leading role 
in 
promoting 
peaceful 
co-exist­ 
ence. 
Praised 
the Asian and African 
countries 
for 
refusing 
“to be 
drawn into the whirlpool of arma­ 
ment expansion” by opposing eco­ 
nomic aid with strings attached.
